It is: often eaid by pordons, who ought 
to he well acquainted with the sutject, 
that the ordinnry Chinese people huvo po 
religion, and if they have one they do not 
practise it except nt famorals, when the 
priests, both of Taoist and Buddhist cult, 
anita to perform tho toccssnry rites for 
the dead and to the departed spirits, Such 
ptatemeuts may bo trae to a certain cxtent, 
but they hardly hold goad for the maes of 
the people, Europeans who have stpdiod 
the langnage of the Chinese and have lived 
among them for a certuin number of years, 
and olwerved their coremonier, their man- 
nors and customs, oun certuinly testify to 
the contrary. Wo may simply stato a fow 
‘fuets to prove that idolatry has certainly « 
gronter hold on tho Chinose people thar ia 
generally supposed to be the case, Not 
for from the back ,ate of the Rritish 
Legation in Peking, in 2 side sirout load.
